Thursda y and Frida y evenings, the 
a rc lights used through the residence 
portion of the city for Htreet lig h t­ 
ing. will he turned off, and the tra n s ­ 
fer will be made of th°se 
cornu c- 
tions to the new station«. The tra ns- 
fer was planned at this time because 
of the moonlight nights, ma king the 
street lighting less necessary tha n fit 
other times. 
The orna mental lamp 
lighting In the downtown business 
section lias a lready been connected. 
T he Wa te r and Light Board feels 
now* tha t it is in a position to fu rn ­ 
ish Bra inerd with pra ctically u n in­ 
terrupted electric service, something 
which, in the past, could not be de­ 
pended upon, due to 
the 
limited 
number of sources of supply. 
Thi» has been remedied 
by

Minnesota Power & Light Company, 
which has furnished bTx direct con­ 
nections with power stations, insur-l 
ing electric current from

In that way lakes could be taken ca re of, they could I*'* 
stocked each year so the supply of fish would Ik* increased instead 
of diminishing, and likewise the wild life problem interesting 
hunters could la* solved. 
Fishermen and hunters should gladly make whatever finan­ 
cial sacrifice is needed in this respect, and bo the first ones to get 
back of the movement to retain for Minnesota its reputation of 
being the most a ttra ctive sta te in the union for outdoor enthu­ 
siasts.

T here exists no more consistent advocates and'promoters if 
efficient transportation than the commercial travelers. 
For many 
years they have been alert to the needs of improved and utilized 
waterways, not as competitors of I he railroads, hut to supplement 
the service of the common cam era in handling; bulky, loW-grade 
freight. 
Practically since the organization of the National Rivers & 
Harbors Congress, the United Commercial Travelers of America 
has maintained a membership in that body. 
Bach year the* order 
sends its delegates to Washington and these delegates are given 
a prominent part in the proceedings of this national delegate 
body which has for its sole object the keeping alive and as free 
from politics as may be, the progressive improvement of our na­ 
tional waterways. 
Now the question of good roads is enlisting thr* traveling 
salesman and his support is being asked for and given to move­ 
ments for the building arid maintaining of good roads in many 
parts of the country. 
The commercial traveler is a particular advocate of adopting 
efficient means for maintaining good roads after they are built. 
His very general use of his own automobile in business travel 
leads him to see that the heavy expenses of road building will be 
largely lost if intelligent plans are not put into effect to keep 
improved roads in repair.
